would have exactly the same problem 


now under a prime minister of the 
world as we have in Canada under a 
national prime minister, because 
merely extending the boundary does 
not at all increase the purchasing 
power. Unfortunately, however, I 
must leave-..the consideration of that 
in order to deal with the budget it- 
self. 

The high compliments which have 
peen paid to the Prime Minister and 
Minister of Finance (Mr. Bennett) 
for the comprehensiveness of the 
budget and for the lucidity of his pre- 
sentation of the. business affairs of 
the country have been well merited. 
I should like very briefly to point out 
in respect to the budget the few 
things with which I agree and to 
conclude with the things with which 
I do not agree. First I wish to com- 
mend the government for having pro- 
vided a five cent a bushel bonus on 
wheat. It is not enough, we say, but 
five cents a bushel will tbe a little in- 
crease to the purchasing power of 
the farmers of western Canada in 
particular, and everybody who knows 
anything about the situation, realizes 
that that will be of great value. But 
of even greater value than that is the 
implication that from now on, if tariff 
policies are to be_ persisted with, 
there must be compensation for agri- 
culture for the extra burden which 
the tariff imposes. The:leader of the 
opposition. called this bonus a_ sop. 
Let me remind him that for many 
years he maintained a very high tar- 
iff and never even gave a sop. In this 


‘matter I declare my view that the 


government is to- be commended on 
giving this. I am going to tell the 
government later why it should not 
be commended for not doing other 
things. Next I say that the govern- 
ment did well when it imposed a tax 
upon income from foreign capital. 
That was another very’ good thing to 
do. It did» good work also when it 
increased the income tax in a certain 
division, shall I say? I shall deal 
with the other divisions later. But 
from, I think $3,500“to $130,000 or so 
there has been ‘an increase in the in- 
come tax which will bring a greater 
revenue to the country than previous- 
ly. For these things especially I feel 
that the.government ought properly 
to be commndeed. 

But let me now turn to the other 
phases of the budget with which I do 
not agree and I think the outstanding 


-one is the reduction in the income 


tax on the higher income.” I agree 
entirely with the leader of the opposi- 
tion on this point; I think his forceful 
criticism in this respect was well 
taken. Let me say in all friendliness 
to the government: I do not think you 
can afford to do it. It really does not 
make very much difference to the 
income after’ all. There may not be 
many people who will be affected iby 
this alteration, but if there be one or, 
as the leader of the opposition says, 
even if there is not one the very wil- 
lingness of the government to make 
this alteration is a unfortunate psy- 
chological condition. In view also .of 
the fact that there are in the ranks of 
the governing party men who may 
have a little bit more money than I 
have,—this may be doubtful, ‘but 
some may have a little more—do not 
give the public a chance to say that 
you are trying to protect your own 
necks by this petty reduction. Put 
this item back on the old schedule. 
I hope the government will do this, 
In_fact I noted when the Minister of 
Finance was making his speech, if I 
recall it aright, he said he had taken 
‘this item exactly as it was presented 
to him by the officials of the depart- 
ment. That statement may be re-

We shall discover from year 
to year ag we go along accepting re- 
sponsibility for unemployment that 
the only source from which we can 
draw to carry out that obligation is 
our industries, and ultimately we 
shall have to take over our industries 
or put them on a cooperative basis in 
order to secure the necessary sup- 
plies. 

In conclusion, Mr. Speaker, let me- 
say that I believe that the evidences | 
of the age in which we live, and the 
great events with which we are fac- 
edd, clearly demonstrates that we are 
passing out of the gld competitive 
capitalistic system into a new. But 
the great problem is, how shall it be 
accomplished? What method shall 
be followed? One class of people say: 
We will do it by revolution. Another 
class says: We will do it by evolu- 
tion. Another class says: We do not 
require to do all this because this old 
system, praise God, is eternal. Those 
are the three conditions of mind of 
the people of Canada at the present 
time. Revolution, to my mind, is the 
way of distress and ignorance, but it 
is inevitable if we are going to have 
a class of people who will persist in 
maintaining that there is no need of 
any modifications. If we are going]. 
to effect the change from the com- 
petitive system to the cooperative 
system’ by evolutionary process, it is 
necessary that we recognize respons- 
ibility in the evolutionary process, 
Responsibility for the evolutionary 
process cannot be exercised or dis- 
charged simply by sitting quietly 
and doing nothing. We must plan 
for evolution. If we would escape 
the disaster that hangs over the 
world at the present time we must 
first come to the conviction that mod- 
ifications of the present system are 
inevitable, and then we must plan 
how to make those modifications with 
the least possible dislocation and the 
least possible human suffering. I hope 
that the cooperation which has been 
suggested by the hon. gentleman who 
preceded me (Mr. Geary) and by oth- 
er hon. members of this house will ul- 
timately take possession of this par- 
liament. Who..knows how to fix up| 
this unemployed question? Not one 
of us. Why should we try to make 
political capital out of our economic 
blundering with its unavoidable suf- 
fering? 

I would characterize the amend- 
ment of my right hon. friend to my 
right as a drag net cast into the sea 
of our discontent in the hope of gath- 
ering therefrom party advantage. 
This is not a time when we can dare 
to tamper with a situation of this 
kind. I plead with the government: 
and with the parties in this house, I 
plead with the moneyed men of this 
country, the bondholders, the bank- 
ers, and the employers, that we are 
sitting on a volcano and nothing but 
cooperative intelligence will save the 
situation. :

garded as leaving the back door open, 
and I sincerely hope that before the 
budget is passed he and his govern- 
ment will go out of that back door, 
taking the reduction objected to 
along with them, ; 

I next want to oppose the change in 
the stamp tax on cheques. The ten 
dollar limit“has been removed. Let 
me point out to the government that 
this ijax fialls very heavily indeed: 
upon the farmers, who deal in small 
milk cheques, egg cheques, and butter 
cheques. Many of these cheques 
amount to-only sixty cents apiece, 
and on that sixty cents they must 
pay two cents. I know that the gov- 
ernment will argue that the purchas- 
er of the farmers’ goods will pay the 
stamp tax. Yes, but ultimately he 
charges that. back in reduced prices 
to the farmers who sell the goods. 
Whether-he does so or not, let me tell 
you that the farmers believe that he 
does. For all.the extra money that 
this change in the tax will bring, I 
think there ought to be modification. 
At least limit it to cheques over five 
dollars. Let me _ suggest another 
change. Charge four cents on every 
cheque over thirty dollars, and in 
that way you will perhaps get more 
money than you will lose by exempt- 
ing cheques up to five dollars. 

I come to the last point of dis- 
agreement, and that is with respect 
to unemployment:” I think all mem- 
bers have so far regretted that there 
has been no definite policy announc- 
ed by the government in_respect to 
unemployment relief. I am not entire- 
ly convinced, Mr.’ Speaker, that the 
budget is the proper place to bring 
forward a program of relief for un- 
employment. I think that it is not if 
for no other reason than this, that no 
one knows just how many millions of 
dollars are going to be required to 
take care of unemployment during 
the next year. But’ when I say: that, 
I say this also, that I do not think 
this parliament should prorogue until 
the government hag: clearly announc- 
ed what its policy in this’ respect will 
be and the necessary. legislation has 
been provided to enable it to carry 
that policy into effeghy Iam in, hopes 
that the government: has. no other in- 
tention than to do that, and so I am 
not going to criticize it for not doing 
what I cannot believe it will not do. 

In respect to the relief of unem- 
ployment let .me emphasize onc or 
two constructive suggestions, wheth- 
er they are so regarded or not. I 
would lay it down as the first prin- 
ciple of relief that every man, woman 
and child in Canada who is in want 
through unemployment must receive 
adequate food, clothing and shelter. 
That is the first principle for us to 
lay down, and this government must 
accept the responsibility therefor. 

Next I would stiggest that in order 
to provide these necessities we 
should organize in all the larger cen- 
tres of Canada, bureaus for the distri- 
bution for free food and free clothing 
to -all registered unemployed, and 
that such fogd and clothing shall be 
purchased in Canada, that food such 
as butter, eggs, and bread shall be 
purchased from the farmers of this 
country ,and the clothing and boots 
shall be bought from our Canadian 
factories, and that in accepting that 
responsibility we shall see to it that 
our. people receive at least a bare liv- 
ing from the industries of the coun- 
try. Less than that we cannot do. 


I would suggest also that the com- 
mittee or board suggested by ‘the 
right hon. leader of the opposition 
might be a very good means of carry- 
ing into effect the proposals which I 
have just made. , 

As to the solution for unemploy- 
ment, that is a very different ques- 
tion. I never have thought than any 
modification of the tariff would. cure 
unemployment. That is one reason 
why we do not mention the tariff in 
our amendment. We know perfectly

N EWSPAPER L LAWS 


Excerpts from Newspaper Law, 
printed for the benefit of any reader 
who may have mistaken ideas regard- 
Ing same: 

‘1. A postmaster is required to give 
notice by letter (returning the paper 
does not answer the laws) if the sub- 
scriber does not take the paper out of 
the post office nad state. the reason 
tor ite not being taken. Any ‘neglect 
to do so makes the postmaster re- 
sponstble to ne publisher for pay- 
ment. 

Zz. If any person orders his paper 
discontinued he must pay all arrears 
or the publisher may continue to send 
it until payment is made and collect 
the whole amount whether the paper 
Is taken from the office or not. There 
can be no legal discontinuance until 
payment is made. 

3. Any person who takes a paper 
from the post office, whether directed 
to his name or another, or whether 
he subscribes or not, is responsible for 
payment, 

4. If a subscriber orders his paper 
stopped at a certain time and the pub- 
lisher continues to send it, the sub- 
scriber is bound to pay for it if he 
takes it out of the post office, This 
follows the principle that a man must 
pay for what he uses.

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TETANUS: 
Lockjaw is the name commonly 
given to the disease tetanus. It 


describes one of the symptoms of 
the disease, the firmly-fixed mouth 
which results from the contraction of 
the muscles of the jaw. 


Tetanaus is one of the communic- 
able diseases, and is caused by a 
germ which usually gains entrance 
to the body through a wound- which 
tears or punctures the tissues. 

In many ways, the germ of tetanus 
is unlike most disease germs. It lives 
in the intestines of cows, horses and 
sheep, and is present in the bowel 
discharges off these animals. Con- 
sequently, any wound received on the 
farm, or any: wound contaminated by 
dirt, particularly if the dirt is at all 
likely to contain manure is very apt 
to:contain tetanus germs. 

“We have stated. in other articles 
that most disease: germs die fairly 
quickly outside of the human or 
animal body. The tetanus germ is 
oe of the.few exceptions to the gen- 
eral rule. for the reason -that-it is 
able to form spores. The spore is a 
resistant state into which the germ 
goes’ when ‘conditions for'its existerice 
are unfavourable. In the spore state 
it can lie dormant for long periods of 
time. The spore becomes an active 
germ again when conditions .%re 
again favourable, such as when it is 
introduced into the body by way of a 
wound. 
~- For these reasons, earth which has 
become contaminated with manure 
will, for 
years, be dangerous, and will have 
the power to cause tetanus if it gets 
into wounds. és 
' Another peculiarity of the tetanus 
germ is, it grows best where there 
is no air. Wounds which are favour- 
able to tetanus are those made by a 
nail or other piercing instrument 
whereby dirt is carried down to the 
bottom of the wound to a_ point 


which the air does not reach. : 


We can say that in the case of any 


. wound where dirt is forced under the 


skin, there is danger, of tetanus. . 
. Every wound, not matter how 
slight, should be thoroughly cleansed 
with soap and water, and then cov- 
ered so as to keep it clean. Every 
wound where dirt has een driven 
under the skin should be treated by a 
doctor, x 
Tetanus can be prevented. Wounds 
should be properly cared for, and in 
addition, if they are the type of 
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wound in which tetanus is at all like- 
ly to occur, tetanus antitoxin_should 
be given. The tetanus antitoxin 
which your doctor injects has the 
power to neutralize the toxin or 
poison which the tetanus germ gives 
off and which produces the symptoms 
of the disease and causes death. It is 
a preventive measure and, as such, is 
most successful. During the Great 
War, it was given to every wounded 
man, With the result that tetanus was 
practically eliiminated. Tetanus anti- 
toxin is also used for treatment, but 
once the disease has developed, the 
outlook is bad. 

Reasonable care of wounds and the 
use of tetanus antitoxin will prevent 
tetanus.

SUMMER MILK PRODUCTION 


(Experimental Farms Note) 

In the late, spring and early, sum- 
mer the dairy..herd usually reaches 
its maximum ‘production for the year. 
This is due. to, hh abundance, of grass, 
comfortable te _ suygroundings, -moderate 
temperature,, ang, reasonable | evercise. 
Prime June; "BT ass. pasture... is succu- 
lent, palatable. . ‘and _balanced. Evi- 
dence of this fact is the greatly in- 
creased flow of milk. during the early 
summer. months when grass pasture 
is abundant. ...... 

However; pasture is not without : 
its problenis. Thefirst green grass 
of the spring is rather immature and 
contains a very :small amount of 
dry ‘matter; it is difficult under such 
conditions for heavy “milking cows to 
consume enough of such feeds to sup- 
ply the nutrients. necessary. It is, 
therefore, well to proceed rather 
slowly in changing cows from winter 
feed to pasture. - 

The latter part of July ‘and August 
is the season of the year when it is 
difficult to keep up ‘the milk flow. 
Pastures are usually dry, flies are 
bad, and the heat ig oppressive. The 
cow that drops off in' her milk flow 
at this time is not likely to come 
back to normal flow even with the 
best of feed later in the season. It is 
therefore very important to provide 
plenty of feed at this, time for all 
cows in milk if a profitable yield is 
to be maintained. Consequently the 
best policy will usually be to feed 
grain at least during the season of 
fare pasture. Bare pastures should 
be supplemented and it is here that 
surplus silage, soiling crops, such as 
alfalfa, sweet clover, oats and corn, 
and annual pasture créps can be 
used to greatest advantage. 

At the. Dominion Experimental 
Station, Lacombe, the dairy cows are 
usually turned out on brome or sweet
